Wasmsaroy, 1), C,, Mareh 12,—At the
conclusion of the pugilistic enconnter
Datween the lawrers winploysd in tho
Brockinridge-Pollard case, deseribed in
the appended roport of the proceedings
to-day, Judgo Bradley, who had leit the
court room, strode upon the scons, de-
manding to koow tho conse of the
trouble.  Mr. Johnson, Mr, Carlisle and
Mr. Wilson Inid tho case befora him,
stating that the Kentucky lawyers had
made an unprovoked assault upon Me.
Johnson,

Colonel Breckinridge and hig son had
started from the court hounse, but, seo-
ing the judge, turned back, the con-
gressman upproaching him and saying
with  evident excitoment: “I “lhad
nothing to do with this, judge. I was
trying to separatie them, that was all”

From the ststements of eyo witneases
1t seemcd that this was correet, for nl-
though there was o moment of very gon-
eral senflling, overybody seomed to have
started in withtho intention of stopping
the tronble.

Judge Bradley was very indignant,

“Wa cannot have thls here, gentle-
men,” e said, stornly, “You inustun-
derstand that we eannot have such ont-
breaks. Lwill ascertain in tho morning
whoare responsibio for this and g=e to
it that they ure proporly punlahed,”

' Thereupon the two parties of attor-

neys rotired to their respoctive head-

querters to discnss the atluir.

When seen in his oflice, Mr. Johnson
gaiil:

“Wa are not going to litigate this case
in Kentucky etyle; [will call the atten-
tion of tho judgo to tho matter in the
morning und leavo it in his hands, My
references to the conrse of the defend-
ant'a conneil In court ware borfectly
justified by the circumstancos which
avoked them.  They wore nelther com-
wmented upon by the judge, nor objected
to by tho mtoroeys when they were
gpoken.”

That the judge will ful-
fill his promizo to see thut the rospone
wible parties are punighed in the morn-
ing, noone who knows him entertaing
any doubt. ilu is noted for tho strict
order which hoe enforees in the court
room. ESaturday he informed one spee-
tator in the rear of the room that the
conrt was not n housn of commons
amd it was net cudtomary to wear hats
there, Apnin®he rappod three thnes
vory sharply upon the Jdeak with his
full hand, wnen Colonel Breckinridype
umd bis attorneys were conforring in
ovar land tones,

Thie pugilistie enconnter was not the
only sensational ineldent of the day, for
Miss Pollurd was earriod sobbing from
tho court room and fell in a taine ont-
-gido the door when testumony conpern-
ing the birth and death of fer child in
1845 was being given. Thoe two faithiul
friendy of bor own sex attended ler,
and slje was deiven in a enb Lo the houso
of refiwe, whoro she makes hor lhome,
Po-night plio ls enid to be resting quletly.

inal court room. Jurors, too, wers
gmiling, with just cause, for dircetly
geross the court room and facing them
sat a group of faghionable voung women
by arow of solemn matrony, all brought
thither by curiosity. LExpoctation fair-
1y benmed beneath their bonnots,

Juduee Bradley loaned his handsome
head back in his padded leather chair,
tho roll of jurors was ealled, and was no
sooner finished than the judge remark-
eds “Mr. Marshal I wish ‘vou would re-
quest theso ludied to vacate the eonts
unless they are withesses in the ense”
Thersupon Marshal Wilsan's portly
{orm lvomed npbalore the women, wav.
ing them out.  They went with clouds
of disgppointinent overspreading their
faces, and such a babbling of unwer thot
the judge was oblized torap sharply for
order. Few spectators wera [eft after
the exollus, but among them wore half
n dozen ot the defendant's fellow mom-
bers of congress,

In o few minutes affer the appointed
biour for gourt convening entered Miss

Pollurd, domuea and with  downcenat
oges, wrapped in hor Jong Wack eloak,

Lirat in the proceadings Attorney Car-
lisle, for Miss T'ollard, ropPusentiil to

A LEGAL BATTLE

Colonel Tireckinridga's law partnor,
John L. Shelby, of Lexington, Ky., sald
notice had been served upon attornoys
who had represonted Celonel Breckin-
ridgo in some of the preliminaries, and
who, aceording to correspondence rend,
protestod thut thay wore not attorneyvs
of record, but connected with the conrts
of the Distriet of Columbia, having ap-
pearod for the awearing of witnosses at
the request of Colouel Drockinridgo’s
son, In his statement to the court le
urged that the law requirad notics to
be korved only on the defendant or bis
attorneys of record. Ilo mads the
furthur point that there was nothing to
show that the law directing that deposi-
tiona shall be reduced to writing by the
deponent or the officor beforn whom
they are takon had bean eomplied with.

The question of allowing depositions
wad arguod at some lengeh, but the mat-
ter was for tho time delerred, and a wit-
ness for Miss allard was enlled, a fash-
jonably droseed, smonth-facod, bo-spee-
tacled youne man, who gave his namo
n3 Cinnde Do La Roch Francie, firat
cousin of Ward MeAllister and nephaw
of tho Marquis Ds La Roeh, chumber-
lain to tho pope, announcing that his
residence was in New York, bnt that
most of his time was apent in Furope.
e had knawn Miss Pollard in Wash-
ington in 1893, when sho lived nt 25
Latayette Square and 1810 H, stroeet,
e had been u visitor at the latter place
two or throe times a week, nlwavs soe-
ing Miss Pollard there and frequently
Calonel Breckinridge with her In the
drawing room,

“What was Colanel Brockinrideo’s
muuner toward Miss Pallard 7" nskod
Attorney Wilson of youny Francls.

"Always extremely paternal and very
kind—very nfectionate alsp,”

“What waa Miss Pollard's manner
toward him?”

"“Very respectiul and affoctionate.”

Miss Pollard had introduced the wit-
ness to Colonel Drockinridgo onee in the
drawing room, As the witness enterad
he found Col. lreckinridze holding
Miss Pollard's hand as though ho was
about to leave.  As ho stood in the hall
e heurd Col. Lreckinridge ask Miss
Tollard who he was, whether ho eama
to see her, and seemed fearful that ho
might inform a mutual friend, Mra,
Corraving, of the Mexican legation, of
his (Col, Brockinridge's) atwentions to
Miss Pollard, aud also heard Col. Breckin-
ridze inquire if he know of thelr ongage-
ment, seeming approhionsive that he
mizht speak of that. Ile had several
times seen Col. Dreelinridge nnd Miss
Pollard go out togethor, once in the
evening, and had irequently hoard their
engagewment mnentioned in the honse.

s ADVICE

On  crosssexaminatlon younz Mr
Francis eaid that Miss Pollard had re-
peated the conversation with Colonel
Breekineidee coneerning bimself to him
asking him not to speal of the enguze-
ment to anvone who did not know of it
already,  The young man wasa luw stu-
dent, it appoared. Lnst spring Miss
Poliard had asked him in case anything
should arise to make 1t necossary if he
woulid givo his testimony, Il snid:
“That was ono day inthe drawing room
when Miss Pallard seomed very much
depressed; sald she Jeared Colonel
Hreckinridze wns not going to keap Lis
word; that if heypdid not marey lier on
the appointed day sho wonld shoot her-
soll with a pistol. Iepid *I do not sco
why you should tale it wo much to
lieart, Miss Pollard. While Uslonel
Dreckinridee iy o distingnizshed mun
and all that, thero are other men in the
worlih' She ssid: “Ah, but thero is
no other but Colonel Brockinridge for
me. Youdo not know bow kind ho
hiay been to me.”  She seomed to think
that Colonel Dreckinridge's altentions
wmight bave compromisod her and ask-
ed Mra Thomns (the landlady) and 1
not ta believe ‘anything discreditable
which nlght bo waid about hor on ae-
count of it. Sho simnly asked me to
be o friond in case any tronble should
arise—I{ there should be any talk, 1
suppose she meant, Nothlng wos suul
about o law suit. I don't suppose she
know then thet there would by one.”

Eonator Al
drich, on bLehali of the Republican
members, slated that thera wore ropre.
soutatives of soveral interests aflectud
Ly the Lill now in Washington asking
to be henrd Ly the commnitteo ne to tho
changos made and mentioned especially
a delegation of laboring men from Wor-
cester, Munes, interested in the manu-
facture of tire arms who, ho said, re-
garded the provisions relating to these
articles injurious to them and who were
very destrous of presenting tho facts in
the case, 1o therelore oflered the fol-
lowing resolution:

Heulead, That five days bo set apart
to hear workingmen, farmers mannfne.

or desiring to be heard on tho rates sug-
aested in the bill now belore the com-
mittee,

The resolution woa voted down Ly n
etrict party vote, the Republicans fuvor-
inw and the Democruts opposing the res.
olution,

WILL NOT DELAY IT.

Tho Republican members feel that
they can keop the bill in committee for
an indefinite length of time, but they
seem digposed to allow it to bo reported
within o week or ton days if thoy ean
bo ns:ured of sutlicient time to prepare
apecclies bofore the bill ehall bo taken
up for conslderatlon in the senate, ns
they do not seo much is 1o be guned by
a discuseion in comwittes, 1f anagree-
ment should be reached as to when the
bill ehall be roported, it is not probable
that the Republicans will persist in the
cousideration of tho bill item by item,
s they began to-day, as that plan would
conaute & great smount of time,

AN INTERESTING COMPANISON,

The committeo was to-day supplied
with a tabulatod etatement prepared by
the treasury department showing in de-
toil the nmount of reveuue which it is
eatimated will be received under the
senate bill if it should become alaw,
nlso glving the estimato under tho Wile
gon bill and comparing beth with the
returng from the treasury department
under tho present law for 1583, The
statement also gives ao estimato of the
increase in the internal reveoue under
thio senate bill, which is as follows;

Ineome$30,000,000; epirits £20,000,000;
cignrs £0,000,000; ecizarettoe §1,500,000;
playing cards $3,000,000. Total incrense
63,500,000,

The estimated duties of the senate Lill
ns compared with those of the Wilson
bill and the returns under the present
law aro:

The average od velorum under-the

ill 45 527 under tho senate bill 34 10,

The comparisnn of the sugar echedule
ahows that during the laet year 15,400,
707 gallona of mollasses were imported
upon which no duty was paid, but
which under the senate bill would pro-
duee 300,513, During the year 3,531,-
210,307 pounds  of sugar valugd nt
114,859,570 wos imported froe.

Upon this the senate bill would yield
a revenue of $41,043 418,

PEFFER"S DILL.

Sonater Peler to-day introduced an
independent tarifl Lill in the senate
smending the MeKinley law in various
particulsre. It roducos tho tarifl an
common brown earthenware to 10 per
coit ndvalorem, on china to 30, 353 and
40 por cont for the varlons pradus,
makes hoop dron or_stecl free, puts T
rails nt £10 per ton; iron or steel wire
for fences, ete, 510 of & cont per pound ;
apiles, nails, serews und liko articles all
largely reduced.

Thero is no proposed duty on sugar,
except on that imported [rom countries
which inpose on export bounty, when
it is to pey a duty equal to the bonnty,
The duty on spirits and winos is in.
ereased trom 50 to 75 conts per gallon.

The Resslution te Iovestigate the Wall
Street Speculntions by Senators Lald on
the Table.

The resolution presented o fow dava
azo by Mr, Peffar, rolative to the inves-
tigation of the charges recently made in
the pross that cortain senators had
takon advantaza of the knowledge
pained in their oflicinl capacitiea for
lealing in sugar stock on Wall straet,
was laid before the eonate.  The prosid-
ing ofticer (Mr. arris) raled that, as
the resolution called for expenditures
from the contingent fuad of the senate,
it wonld not bo cansidared nntil referped
to the committes on contingont px.
punsos,

Mr. Tefler then modifiod the resala.
tion, eliminating that feature. A,
Gorman moved to lay the rezolution ns
modified on tho tuble, wmd it wag 20
ardered, & to 27,

‘Tho seiznioraze bill was taken up and
Mr, Vilus resumed hio zpecch in oppos-
ition to tho measnra,

Mr. Allison, of lown, began the spoech
which he was not woll enongh to de-
liver last Friday. In the covree of his
romarks he eaid:
